Even Khrushchev Be- 
lieved Cooling Off. 


BELGRADE, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
President Josip (Tito) Broz of 
Yugoslavia reportedly has failed 
to convince his Soviet hosts at 
Yalta that they should not relax 
their de-Stalifiization program. 

Informed sources said the 
Soviet-Yugoslavy talks in the 
Crimea have reached an im- 
passe over Tito’s reported in- 
sistence that the lessening of 


Moscow's controls continue as. 


a condition for reviving Yugo- 


slavia’s ties with its satellite | 


neighbors. 


These informants said Tito’s | 


campaign for independence of 
the satellite Communist parties 
from the Kremlin’s direction 
has run into opposition from 


Soviet party chief Nikita) 


Khrushchev himself. 

Khrushchev reportedly has 
cooled on the so-called liberal 
policy introduced following the 
Soviet Communist party con- 
gress last February and Tito’s 
visit to the Soviet Union in 
June. 

The report is based on grow- 
ing belief that -Khrushchev's 
power in the Kremlin has 
waned and that he has been 
forced to swing toward the 
viewpoint of former Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov and 
other old-time Stalinists in the 
Soviet hierarchy. 

Molotov, Deputy Premier La- 
var Kaganovitch and other old 
guard members cre said to feel 
that Khrushchev’'s softer policy 
went too far and weakened the 
Soviet position in eastern Eu- 
rope. 

The “bread and freedom” 
riots in the Polish city of Poz- 
nan in June are said to have 
aroused Kremlin fears that a | 
relaxing of the reins might in- 
spire similar violence in other 
sateliites. | 

Few here believe Khrushchev 
has undergone any change of 
heart about Stalinism but he ap- 
parently shares his Kremlin as- 
sociates’ alarm over a policy of 
more independence for the sat- 
ellites.

Was reported today. 

The trip would coincide with 
visits to Belgrade of emissaries 
from the Italian, Bulgarian and 
Romanian parties, and a major 
Communist party congress ap- 
peared possible. The reports in- 
dicated Tito might preside over 
a conference of European Com- 

‘“munists and give them the 
latest party line developed in 
his talks with Nikita Khrush- 
chev. 

Relations between the French 
Communist party and the Yugo- 
slav branch have been almost 
nonexistent since 1948. French 
Red leader Maurice Thorez was 
among those signing a Stalin- 
inspired Cominform resolution 
denouncing Tito as a heretic. 


Move Is Reported in Poland to 

Break Away From Soviet. 

BERLIN, Oct. 4 (UP)—The 
newspaper Der Tagesspiegel 
suggested today that Poland is 
trying to break away from So- 
viet domination just as Yugo- 
slavia did in 1948 

Polish newspapers are pub- 
lishing detailed stories and 
articles on the meaning of Tito- 
ism and the way Communism 
works in Yugoslavia, the news- 
paper's East European expert 
said. The article said co-opera- 
tion and an exchange of views 
between Warsaw and Belgrade 
is growing. 

Another newspaper said Pol- 
ish “resistance fighters,” 
Spurred by the Poznan riot 
‘trials, have launched an intensi- 
fied underground fight against 
Communism in Poland 

Der Kurier, ina dispatch from 


Warsaw, said the “underground | 
movement” is causing “trouble” 


throughout Poland.

Toward the end of his tele- 
vision talk Stevenson said that 
the differences between the 
parties should not be exagger- 
ated. Both parties, he went on, 
share a profound belief in our 
nation, in our Constitution, in 
our legacy of political freedom 
and economic enterprise, in our 
commitment to the dignity of 
the individual, in our passion 
for peace, in our faith in divine 
Providence.

Fundamental Difference. 


“Thomas Jefferson defined

He ‘Cleans Up Fast’ 


When President Eisenhower was in Peoria 
he commended Gov. Stratton with unusual 
warmth to the voters of Illinois. The President 
said: 


I like a man who, when anything goes 
wrong in government, cleans up fast. That 


is the way Gov. Stratton works. 

There is of course more than one way to 
read the words “cleans up fast.” We assume 
naturally that the President meant to convey 
the idea that Gov. Stratton had moved quickly 
to rid Illinois of the financial scandals in the 
Republican State Administration at Springfield. 

The record is just to the contrary, as the 
Post-Dispatch showed, chapter and verse, last 
summer. Gov. Stratton is a member of the 
State Budgetary Commission. He approved of 
ex-Auditor Hodge's appropriations, including 
the now-notorious “emergency” appropriation 
for more than $500,000. He signed every Hodge 
appropriation that became law. 

If Representative Paul Simon of Troy could 
smell that something was out of joint with 
Hodge's demands for unprecedentedly large 
sums, why could not Gov. Stratton sense as 
much? If Representative Simon, from Hodge's 
home county, was alert enough to vote “No,” 
why did not Gov. Stratton ask a few questions? 

It is quite clear now that all the fast moving 
in the $1,300,000 Hodge scandals occurred after 
the press brought the nauseous mess into the 
open. Were it not for the disclosures of the 
newspapers, Orville E. Hodge, instead of being 
No. 25,303 at Menard prison, would still be a 
member of the “Stratton team,” touring Illinois 
and asking the people to re-elect him and the 
entire G.O.P. ticket. 

But if Gov. Stratton is a man “who cleans up 
fast," in the way President Eisenhower meant, 
then he has a scandal no less shocking than the 
Hodge scandal piled high on his desk and await- 
ing removal. This is the two-year-old school 
lunch hauling scandal in the office of State 
Superintendent of Schools Vernon L. Nickell 
which has now caused the indictment of Nickell 
and three others, including two official direc- 
tors of the school lunch program in Illinois. 

Thanks to persistent digging by the Chicago 
Sun-Times and the excellent investigative work 
of a House Committee headed by Congressman 
Fountain of North Carolina, Nickell and the 
others must now answer in court on formal 
charges of conspiring to defraud the State of 
Illinois and school districts. The estimated 
overcharge on the cancelled “no-bid” contract 
runs to $900,000. The Republican Attorney 
General, Latham Castle, has already sued the 
ousted hauler of surplus food, James W. Dunbar, 
Sangamon County Probate Clerk, for the return 
of more than $100,000 to the state alone. 

What does Gov. Stratton think of the Nickell 
scandal? Is he going to demand that Nickell 
resign? If he persuaded Hodge to plead guilty, 
what will be his advice to four-term Republican 
School Superintendent Nickell? 

Then there is the scandal in Gov. Stratton’s 
own insurance department which is now re- 
vealed by the Post-Dispatch as receptive to out- 
of-state insurance firm applications—after the 
firms have paid large fees to the law firm of 
former Attorney General George F. Barrett. 

Why should any insurance company need to 
pay any law firm an excessive fee running into 
thousands of dollars for routine service in order 
to do business in Illinois? Who gets these fees 
and why?

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Injustice on the Air 

The St. Louis Committee of the American 
Civil Liberties Union is beginning an unusual 
series of weekly television programs on KETC 
at 8:30 p.m. on Thursdays.

The program will deal with past cases of 
political discrimination, police brutality and 
racial discrimination right here in St. Louis. 


In its.distinguished history the Civil Liberties 
Union has sometimes found that championing 
justice and civil rights is not always popular. 
Everybody is against injustice, of course; every- 
body is for civil liberties, But not everybody 
experiences loss of liberty, and the civil rights 
which belong to us all often seem remote when 
some other citizen loses them.

Charles Rowoldt is 73 years old, and has lived 
in the United States for 43 years. He faces de- 
portation to Germany, so his defense brief be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court says, be- 
cause he belonged to the Communist party for 
about six months during the depression when he 
was unemployed. 

The deportation of Mr. Rowoldt is permissible 
under the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act. It 
is up to the Supreme Court to decide whether, 
as his attorneys contend, the provision for de- 
portation of any alien who was a Communist at 
any time for any length of time in the past is an 


, unconstitutional ex post facto proceeding. Mr. 


Rowoldt’s brief affiliation 20 years ago was no 
crime. But the Rowoldt case points to two of the 
remarkable and unfair inconsistencies in the law. 

One is that an alien may be admitted to this 
country despite the same kind of record which 
permits his deportation once he is here. For the 
McCarran Act provides that members of subver- 
sive groups can emigrate to the United States if 
they can prove that they have given up their 
former cause for at least five years. No such 
“rehabilitation” is allowed Mr. Rowoldt or any 
alien in this country. 

Congress did decide that aliens in this coun- 
try are eligible for citizenship if their Commu- 
nist membership ceased more than 10 years ago. 
But here comes the second inconsistency. if an 
alien applies for citizenship, he must disclose 
such past affiliations—and that automatically 
opens him up to deportation..He cannot win. 

This is summary treatment which native-born 
Americans would not stand for, and it speaks ill 
of this country that its government would treat

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A Look at Shepilov . 


Soviet Foreign Minister Dmitri Shepilov, who 


has arrived at United Nations for the Security 
Council debate on Suez, is giving this country 
its first chance to look at him closely. Ameri- 
cans may or may not like what they see, but 
they will probably find it instructive to take a 
good look. 

For Shepilov is about as far from Molotov, 
who presented Moscow's front to the world for 
so many years, as a diplomat can get. Molotov 
was dedicated to the old line of Stalinism, and 
even today is occasionally reported to be trying 
to reroute Soviet policy into the former chan- 
nels. Shepilov is committed to, and in some 
sense a product of, the new line adopted by 
Stalin's successors, or at least those successors 
—Knhrushchev, Bulganin and Zhukov—who pres- 
ently hold power. 


It is characteristic of the new approach that 
Shepilov should arrive for the Suez debate with 
mild words of hope that “we shall be able to 
find a reasonable solution to the problems 
troubling us.” Yet nobody should mistake this 
calm front for softness. Though he has played 
a leading role in the efforts of the Kremlin 
since Stalin's death to reduce world tensions, 
he has also taken the lead in expanding Soviet 
influence in Asia and the Middle East through 
political, economic and diplomatic rather than 
military or “cold war” methods. 

And who shall say that Shepilov has not served 
well the cause of Russian national interest? He 
has, after all, accomplished what generations of 
Russian diplomats before him had dreamed of 
in vain. He has projected Russian influence 
into the Mediterranean. He may have had help 
from Western mistakes, and the inevitable 
course of history may have created the right 
conditions for his success; but in any case he 
has demonstrated that cunning diplomacy can 
win what sheer military power and ideological 
appeals cannot. And he can always say, when 
challenged by Kremlin rivals, that his policy 
works, as witnessed by Soviet gains since 1953. 

So it will be interesting to get a close look at 
Shepilov during the Suez debate. He may be 
the man the West will be dealing with for a 
long time. 
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Nelly Kelly Loved Baseball 


Albert von Tilzer, who died the other day at 
the age of 78, left behind a song which has be- 
come a popular American classic in the 50 years 
since he wrote the tune. It’s all about a young 
woman named Nelly Kelly, whose boy friend, a 
character by the name of Joe, suggests that he 
take her to Coney Island. Nelly replies to 
this ill-timed and unwelcome suggestion by 
shouting, as so many have shouted since, ‘Take 
me out to the ball game!” 


Mr. von Tilzer was reputed never to have 
seen a baseball game until 20 years or longer 
after he wrote the song. But then Jack Nor- 
worth, who wrote the words, also is reputed 
not to have seen a ball game until the Dodgers 
won the pennant in 1940, and it strains 
credulity to believe that neither of the fellows 
who wrote the theme song of America’s favorite 
spétt had seen the game. But that’s the story. 

Both Albert and his late brother Harry von 
Tilzer—their real name was Gumm and they 
were from Indianapolis—wrote popular songs. 
Furthermore, the fact that Albert was Harry's 
brother may have been the Busch family’s first 
connection with baseball. For it was Harry von 
Tilzer who wrote the song commercials Down 
Where the Wurzburger Flows and Under the 
Anheuser Bush to celebrate the beer which the 
Busches later took out to the ball game. 

Be that as it may, Take Me Out to the Ball 
Game has become as much a part of American 
life as the peanuts, the home jeam and the three 
strikes which, among other things, it commemo- 
rates. Everybody knows the tune and the words, 
of the chorus anyhow. It is a favorite for lim- 
bering up the vocal cords of male quartets and 
choruses. The organist out at Busch Stadium 
will play it at the drop of a bat.

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Stevenson’s Educational Challenge 

What may seem most novel in Adlai Steven- 
son’s educational proposals really has always 
been part of the nation’s educational philosophy. 
This is the proposition that financial aid or 
scholarships should be widely available for those 
unable to meet the cost of schooling. 

Heretofore the nation’s educational needs 
were largely met by a system of free public 
schools and a system of state colleges and uni- 
versities at which students were expected to de- 
fray little more than their living expenses. These 
have been supplemented not only by private 
schools, but also by financial aid to students 
from private sources. This reflected the firm 
conviction that in a democracy educational op- 
portunities should be substantially equal. 

Yet just when the nation needs trained men 
and women more than ever, it is becoming only 
too apparent that a considerable number of 
qualified students are being deprived of higher 
education because they cannot afford it. 

The ideal solution, no doubt, is to bring 


,neglected facilities for public education up to 


the need. But that cannot be done overnight. 
Even when accomplished, there still will be the 
problem of a student’s support while in college. 
The national scholarship proposal should 
not be twisted into a device for putting a public 
obligation on private institutions. Most private 
schools use about as much of their endowment 
income to educate a student as they get from 
him in fees. So a public scholarship which met 
only those fees would be inadequate. But it can 
be supplemented by a grant to the school. Cor- 
porations are beginning to make such gifts in 
connection with the scholarships they award. 
But details can wait for the moment. What is 
important is that Gov. Stevenson has called at- 
tention to the decline in equality of educational 
opportunities. He has induced us to think about 
the loss involved in this decline. And he has 
suggested a definite device for reversing it. _

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The Real Sin of Britain’s Press Between Book Ends 


The Mirror

Sensation and scandal given more attention than in American 
tabloids which also publish news, says writer; but worse is utter 
triviality of London's big circulation papers; they convince read- 
ers froth is important, and threaten to create a ‘moron nation,’

The chief complaint against the popu- 
lar press is that it panders to the lowest 
tastes of the mob. It is morbidly sen- 
sational, we are told. It is determinedly 
and elaborately obscene. Colossal cir- 
culations, the largest in the world, are 
built up in this fashion. Freedom or no 
freedom, indignant moralists tell us, we 
must put a stop to it. 


It is a mistake to suppose that there 
is here anything new. I remember 
dining, many years ago, with the por- 
tentiously respectable peer who at that 
time owned such a 
paper. He told me 
—and I believed 
him, and still do— 
that contrary to 
general opinion the 
Victorian Sunday 
papers were 10 
times worse than 
his. Our. great- 
grandparents were 
even more excited- 
ly curious about 
“orgies” than we 
are. 

Though I do not 
seriously defend all 
this salacious stuff, 
it seems to me comparatively harmless 
when it is compared with the attention 
given to sadistic murder and all the 
pathological muck it dredges up. To 
my mind one of the strongest arguments 
against capital punishment is that the 
shadow of the hangman and the gallows 
brings a kind of awful dignity, fascinat- 
ing to shallow minds and trivial lives, 
to characters and events that ought to 
be filed away in the records of police 
inspectors and psychiatrists. 


The popular press, which often shows 
an instinctive feeling for the shadow 
shows of the unconscious, thunders 
out, like Wagnerian brass, these leit- 
motifs of doom, adding to the vague 
old magic of the new enchantment of 
publicity. For we live in an age when 
publicity does not mean merely writing 
large what was written small before. 

No, in our day, publicity, in all but 
the most horrifying matters, turns into 
an added quality, bestowing distinction, 
a face that can be recognized among 
the millions of masks. 

This brings us to what is really wrong 
with the popular press of this country, 
to a fault in which it leads the world, to 
the point where it undoubtedly is be- 
ginning to corrupt its readers. What is 
wrong with the British popular press is 
neither its obscenity nor its sensational- 
ism, both of which may be found in 
larger measures in newspapers else- 
where: it is its determined and ever- 
increasing triviality. This is the view 
of a great many intelligent journalists. 


To make some comparison for myself, 
I bought several issues of New York's 
notorious “tabloids” and went through 
them carefully. 


True, there was all manner of rub- 
bish in them; their general tone and 
taste were awful. But there was a 
great deal more news and sensible com- 
ment in them than can be found in our 


worst sheets. An intelligent man could 
spend more time reading them. They 
offered far more glimpses of the real 
world. When the nonsense was drained 
off, there remained a good five cents’ 
worth of reading matter. 

They did not make you feel that their 
managing editors must have been re- 
cruited from the sillier types of shop- 
girls and chambermaids: a few adult 
males had had some part in the enter- 
prise. 

It will be said that a successful pop- 
ular newspaper reflects the interests 
and tastes of its readers, and would not 
be successful if it didn’t. If our papers 
are trivial, it is because our people are 
trivial. If Miss Marilyn Monroe's mar- 
riage or Lady Docker’s wardrobe is 
given more space and attention than 
anything else, then that is because the 
bulk of readers are more passionately 
concerned and curious about Miss Mon- 
roe or Lady Docker. 

So runs the argument, and it is not 
easy to rebut. Nevertheless, it is too 
simple. We have passed the point at 
which our mass media are mere reflec- 
tions of: the mass mind. Now they 
can create the taste by which they are 
judged. 

Thursday's paper is eagerly read be- 
cause it offers further news of what was 
made important by Monday’s and Tues- 
day’s papers. Miss Monroe and Lady 
Docker may be the people's darlings, 
but they were Fleet Street’s first. 

We are rapidly arriving at a time— 
if, indeed, we have not already arrived 
at it—when masses of people do not 
really want anything until they are told 
they want it. A thing becomes impor- 
tant because they read about it in the 
press or hear about it on TV and radio. 
More and more of their interests and 
tastes have to be created rather than 
reflected or catered for. 

More and more a vast public decides 
what is and what is not important on 
the basis of the attention it receives in 
the press. Only so much attention, so 
much space and time, can be given. 

If television announcers and models 
are in, then teachers and nurses are 
probably eut. So day after day a false 
picture of the world is flashed on to 
millions of innocent minds, whose edu- 
cation, no matter how much we spend 
on it, largely fails to screen them. 

Is this emphasis upon triviality delib- 
erately aimed at by proprietors and edi- 
tors? In a few instances—yes. There 
are some men in this trade who hate 
their customers, and delight in cram- 
ming them with muck. The rest go 
round and round in a fairly vicious cir- 
cle of professional cynicism and com- 
mercial cunning. ’ 

What all but the most intelligent and 
the most depraved, who don’t care a 
damn, choose to forget is that the mo- 
rons they are helping to produce are 
in fact the inhabitants of this country, 
the people upon whose future efforts 
and intelligent co-operation we shall 
depend for our existence. 

I for one do not give a trivial Britain 
a very long, prosperous life. The world 
will not help to maintain us in our 
second childhood.

Cross-Currents of Passion 
THE UNFAITHFUL WIFE, by Jules Roy, trans 


lated from the Frenchy by J. Robert Ley. (Knopf, 
178 pogs., $1.25.) ms ‘ 


“The Unfaithful Wife” seems to me 
one of the most satisfactory novels I 
have read ip several years. Like Saint- 
Exupery, Jules Roy makes poetry out 
of the raging metal and blue plains of 
flying. He handles words with great 
care. He prefers the forcefulness of 
simplicity, and he has a respect for 
directness and understatement which 
refers back to Ernest Hemingway and 
Ignazio Silone. He tells a swiftly mov- 
ing story, and he tells it with pure 
economy, uncommon grace. And per- 
haps most important, he is vitally in- 
terested in exploring character and, in 
the light of examination, revealing the 
disturbing dissimilarity between ap- 
pearance and reality. 

M. Roy’s theme here is infidelity. 
Two French flying officers in Africa, 
Dumard and Rousseau, are searching 
for the wife of a comrade who has been 
killed in a crack- 
up in the Mediter- 
ranean. Ferrer was 
the finest pilot in 
Rousseau’s squad- 
ron. His wife has 
been the mistress 
of at least four 
men, making her 
husband the butt 
of countless whis- 
pered jokes. The 
two flyers are try- 
ing to find Helene 
Ferrer and save at 
least a scrap of 
Ferrer’s honor be- 
fore everyone in 
the squadron learns she was with a 
lover at the very moment her husband 
was killed. 

There are currents crossing as the 
two men wade on in their search. One 
is the tension and sudden separation 
the two friends feel as each discovers 
the other also felt a passion for Madame 
Ferrer. Another is the perception born 
out of hours of reflection and mount- 
ing evidence that Helene Ferrer’s 
married life has been one of hopeless 
loneliness and ineffectual competition 
with the aircraft her husband wor- 
shiped. ( 

And so the novel rises to its climax, 
the discovery of Helene with her lover, 
her. collapse and self-recrimination, and 
the feeling of all three of these people 
of being: suddenly cut off from events 
and left to drift in unspeakable emo- 
tion. 

M. Roy has taken events and people 
and shown them to us subjected to cir- 
cumstances and the subtleties of per- 
sonality so that a dramatic catharsis 
has taken place. We have witnessed it, 
seen this revelation take place, have 
been caught up in it, and are per- 
suaded that it all bears a striking rela- 
tionship to truth. 

If Jules Roy can continue to do this 
with greater complexity, and if he sus- 
tains the view of sand and sun and 
stars which. brings poetic imagery to 
the senses—then he will be one of the 
great French novelists of his day. 

His star is said to be rising in France, 
even though in this country we know 
him only through his first novel, “The 
Navigator.” His American publisher 
has wisely offered this new work in an 
inexpensive but tasteful cardboard- 
covered edition. Mr. Knopf hopes read- 
ers will take a chance on Jules Roy, 
It’s pleasant to think they will.

DES MOINES, Oct. 4—For 


the first time in 21 years a 


layman was elected yesterday 
the international 
Disciples of 
Christ. 

He is John Rogers, a lawyer 
from Tulsa, Okla. Rogers will 
succeed the Rev. Dr. Riley B. 
Montgomery of Lexington, Ky.., 
for a one-year term. More than 
9500 delegates participated in 
the six-day annual convention 
that ended last night. 

At a discussion session yes- 
terday, the Greenwich Plan of 


‘church union was commented 


on favorably by the delegates. 


The Greenwich proposal calls 
for the organic union of at least 
nine different Protestant de- 
nominations, Among these 
would be the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.SA., the 
Methodist Church, the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches 
and the Disciples church. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles Clay- 
ton Morrison of Chicago, editor 
emeritus of the Christian Cen- 
tury, a non-denominational 
in Chicago, 
told the delegates that it would 
be easier to merge nine bodies 
'than two. 

“When two bodies start ne- 
gotiating,” he observed, “they 


often bog down on picayune de- 


tails and miss the larger issues 
at stake. Negotiators for a 


multiple union, however, tend 


to disregard the irritating de- 
taile and concentrate on the 
highlights.” 


There was little support regis- 
tered for the so-called federal 
union type of church merger. 
This approach has long been 
promoted by the Rev. Dr, E. 
Stanley Jones, a missionary and 
author. Federal union ih es- 
sence would retain denomina- 
tional names but with each 
body set up as a branch of a 
united church. 

The Rev. Dr. Wayne A. 
Greene of Salem, Ore., voiced a 
plea for higher ministerial sal- 
' aries.

Macmillan told a press con- 
ference here yesterday that 
Britain is considering joining 
continental Europe in a “par- 
tial free trade area.” He con- 
firmed reports that Britain is 
| shifting its traditional postwar 
|dependence on the United States 
to new close economic links with 
_ Europe. 
| “If western Europe, includ- 
ing the United Kingdom, could 
_develop into a free trading 
area, this would undoubtedly be 
a great source of strength—a 
common market of nearly 250,- 
000,000 people,” Macmillan said. 

“It would over a period be 
able to provide for this coun- 
try the full advantages of large 
scale production which tend in 
the modern world to be asso- 
ciated with big economic units 
such as the United States and 
the Soviet Union.” 

Because of Britain’s obliga- 
tions to commonwealth nations, 
Macmillan said, agricultural 
products would be excluded 
from the scope of the free trade 
thus making it “partial” 
instead of complete. 

He also said that, although 
the member nations eventually 
abolish the area’s internal pro- 
tective tariffs, each nation 
would be free to maintain its 
own barriers against outside 
nations, 
| American reluctance to back 
firm action in the Suez dispute 
increased support for the “ex- 
panding commonwealth” plan, 
but the movement actually has 
been growing ever since Eden 
became Prime Minister.

The parliamentary commit- 
tee, headed by former war cor- 
respondent Patrick Maitland, 
proposed: 

1. “Closer economic unity” 
between a Europe freed of tar- 
iff barriers and the common- 


wealth preference system, which 
now guarantees preference to 
commonwealth products in trade 
among its members. 

2. “Expansion of the Colom- 
bo plan (in which) western Eu- 
ropean capital and experts 
might play their part.” The Co- 
lombo plan is the common- 
wealth’s “Marshall plan” under 
which wealthy nations like 
Britain and Canada aid under- 
developed partners like Ceylon. 

3. “A form of associate mem- 
bership” in the commonwealth 
which would require prospec- 
tive members merely to recog- 
nize Queen Elizabeth as non- 
ruling “head of the common- 
wealth” as India and Pakistan 
do now 

4. Formation of a “grand 
council of the commonwealth,” 
including representatives of 
such vital “fortress territories” 
as Singapore, Hong Kong, Aden, 
Malta and Cyprus.

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Putting Farm Pond 


Back in Balance 


By Leonard Hall 


MONG many fine projects sponsored by our Con- 
servation Commission in the last 20 years, few 
have been more successful than the farm pond in 
providing increased opportunities for recreation. One 
thing which has con- 

‘4 tributed te this suc- 
cess is that these 
ponds have always 
been a recommended 


the construction 
cost. Most ponds are 

built, of course, to 
> supply livestock wa- 
er where it is need- 
ed on the farm— 
and some even serve 
such purpeses as 
furnishing water for 
the farm residence 
or for irrigation. 
But when they are 
built to proper specifications, which they must be to 
qualify for government assistance, they can also be 
stocked with fish and will provide excellent fishing. 

What we do when we build the average farm pond 
of perhaps an acre in size is actually to create a 
small—-and somewhat artificial — biotic community. 
We fence out an area around ft, often with multi- 
flora rose, to protect the pond margins against tram- 
pling and pollution. On the pond dam and in the 
fenced area, we may plant grass and such wildlife 
cover crops as sericea lespedeza. Goon all of the 
“niches” we have cregted are taken up by a variety 
of life forms. 

The pond itself is stocked with bass and bluegill. 
All of the small amphibians go to it to lay their eggs 
and raise their young—garden toads, spring peepers 
meadow and frogs, salamanders. Dragon an 
damselflies lay their eggs here and hunt the area for 
other insects. Water birds, songbirds and such hunt- 
ers of the air as nighthawks, swallows and bats go to 
harvest the, insect crop. Songbirds build in the 
hedgerows and bobwhites nest in the cover. A fam- 


ily of muskrats takes up residence and raccoons go 
to the pond for wea * fishing. 
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ONE OF THE DIFFICULTIES with the farm pond 
-—and this happens because it is generally small in 
size—-is that after a number of years the fish popu- 
lation is likely to get out of balance. There is more 
fishing pressure on the bass; bluegilis multiply in 
almost incredible numbers so that they outstrip the 
ability of bass to keep them under control, When 
this happens, the fishing gradually declines. But the 
best way to find out what is happening in a farm 
pond is to make tests every few years by seining a 
portion of the pond and analyzing the catch. 

We had an opportunity to make such a test at our 
Big Pond a couple of weeks ago. I'd talked to our 
conservation agent, Cleval Corey, and he arranged 
for a couple of boys from the fisheries division to 
come by with a 100-foot seine, to see what we could 
find out. Several things we already knew and from 
these we could make some deductions. The drouth 
of the last five years has meant that for much of the 
time the pond’s water level has been below normal. 
During the present year we'd had an unusually heavy 

of moss. We could see good numbers of fry 
size of both bass and bluegill and were taking an occa- 
sional big bass, but none of middle size, Early in the 
spring, some of the neighbors fishing with minnows 
a good many large crappie, a species 
well in the small pond with bass 
because it preys on the bass fingerlings. 

The task of dragging the long seine through the 
moss-filled water wasn't an easy one, but fortunately 
only a single sweep was necessary to get a pretty good 
idea of what was happening to the fish population. 
As we hauled out onto the bank we found we'd taken 
no big bass, nor did we expect to, since it is easy 
for the big fellows to escape into water which we 
didn't cover. We did, however, find our seine filled 
with a tremendous number of bluegill; but it was 
obvious that when these reached a length of about 
five inches they simply stopped growing. There were 
also many small crappie, indicating too high a popu- 
lation of thig undesirable species. And while there 
were a fair number of bass fry, we netted not a 
single bass of last season's hatching. 

x * * 


THE INDICATIONS FROM THIS TEST were that 
the pond had indeed become badly out of balance, 
although this is a thing which commonly heppens 
after seven or eight years and is, indeed, almost in- 
evitable. The remedy for the situation sounds fairly 
radical, though it is the only one which is really 
effective. This is to drain the water from the pond, 
poison the remaining fish population with rotenone, 
do any improvement work which is desired, let the 
pond fill again and then restock it. Actually there 
is no waste of fish in doing this, for the large ones 
can be salvaged and put down in the freezer since the 
; rotenone does not damage them for eating. 

In the case of our Big Pond, the whole process is 
e less difficult than it sounds. 
= already low and all that is needed to empty it is to 
open the valve in the big pipe that goes through the 
dam (this is put there to make it possible to water 
livestock in a tank on the outside). This will leave a 
foot or two in the deepest parts and these will be 
sprayed with rotenene. Then we'll hope to get the 
bulldozer in to do some deepening in the shallow- 
water areas, close up the valve an hen the water 
level comes up to normal again—call on the Con- 
servation Commission for a fresh stock of bass and 
bluegill fingerlings. 

Incidentally—and this also happens as a pond goes 
out of balance—we undoubtedly have a few big 
fellows remaining in the deep water. On a recent 
evening, fishing with an underwater lure, I cast until 
I was ready to give up. The next cast brought a tre- 
mendous strike and after a hard tussle I landed a 
fine three-pounder, This was so encouraging that | 
tried again and finally connected with Grandpa. He 
tipped the kitchen scales at exactly four and three- 
fourths pounds—enough for any evening's fishing.

I greeted the end of school 
with my usual enthusiasm, but 
was somewhat bored that I 
couldn't settle down on Dela- 
ware street and go native. The 
National Democratic Conven- 
tion was to be held in Chicago 
in July, and we had to go. My 
father was naturally more in- 
terested in the convention than 
I was. He had work to do. 

There were rumors every- 
where, and certainly in the con- 
fines of the Democratic party, 
that if President Roosevelt 
should insist upon vice-presi- 
dent Wallace’s nomination for 
a second term, the Solid South 
would bolt the ticket. I knew 
and admired vice-president 
Wallace and his daughter Jean 
was a good friend of mine. I 
didn’t really understand the

political situation, but the 
Washington grapevine, which 
usually works overtime, had 


consistently hinted that Nation- 
al Democratic Chairman Robert 
Hannegan was still promoting 
my: father for vice-president in 
spite of his refusal. 

My father was promoting 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and 
made no bones about it. Speak- 
er Rayburn himself finally per- 
suaded my father to give up 
the campaign in his behalf, as 
the Democratic party in Texas 
was so seriously split that he 
felt he could not be a candidate. 
My father then switched his 
support to Senator James F. 
Byrnes of South Carolina, the 
Democratic whip in the Senate. 
My father departed for the con- 
vention, charged with making 
the speech nominating Senator 
Byrnes as vice-president. 

For several days my - father 
flouted every suggestion that 
he should be nominated and 
was finally overpowered only 
when Mr. Hannegan showed 
him a penciled note in President 
Roosevelt’s handwriting: “Bob, 
I think Truman is the right 
man. FDR.” 

News of these developments 
came to me in bits and snatches. 
Marion Montague, a friend of 
mine from Washington, had 
joined me for the convention 
and we ran d4round the way a 
couple of girls in a big city 
will. I took so little stock in the 
matter that Marion and I rarely 
attended the sessions but in- 
spected all the Chicago depart- 
ment stores.

CTUALLY, my father had 
A finally made up his mind to 

accept the nomination about 
midnight on the night of July 
19, after the most trying day of 
his life. He telephoned Senator 
Byrnes his honest chagrin, and 
Senator Byrnes (whom Roose- 
velt had not thought the right 
man) showed his long-lasting 
disappointment. I am sure this 
situation was most difficult for 
my father, for he cannot bear 
to hurt a friend. 

The convention recessed on 
the twentieth of July without 
the nomination of a vice-presi- 
dent. Mayor Kelly of Chicago 
demanded an adjournment, be- 
cause forces behind Mr. Wal- 
lace (few people believed that 
he himself condoned the mob 
tactics) had issued counterfeit 
tickets and the stadium was 
crammed with one-third more 
people than it could lawfully 
accommodate. 

The next day, Vice-president 
Wallace led on the first ballot, 
as everybody expected. Daddy 
had been sitting in Mr. Hanne- 
gan’s office, under the conven- 
tion platform most of the day, 
but hunger finally drove him 
out and he availed himself of a 
hot dog smeared with mustard 
and joined the Missouri delega- 
tion, just before the second bal. 
lot. 

Mother and I were in a box, 
on the sidelines. Mother looked 
tired and worried and as if she 
had been crying all night. I 
don’t know how I looked, but 
I was pretty excited. Anyone 
who has witnessed a convention 
on television knows how ex- 
citing it can be, and I was cer- 
tainly personally involved in 
this one. 

When the nomination became 
an actuality on che second bal- 
lot, Dad was working on an- 
other hot dog. The floor went 
into wild confusion and the 
cheering delegates stormed the 
platform to press around him 
and shake hands. Snake dances 
started all over the house and 
the relief of tension which had 
been built up for two days gave 
way to fantastic pushing, shov- 
ing and shouting. 

Mother and I got up and 
started for Dad, who was finally 
shouldered up to a microphone, 
where he delivered the shortest

people ceased to be Individuals 
and became a frightening mass 
of pink faces, animal roars and 
plucking fingers. It was at that 
moment that I conceived a fear 
of crowds that has never left 


me. 

While I have noted that my 
father did not want the nomina- 
tion for vice-president and gave 
in only after he had heard Mr. 
Roosevelt’s sentiments, and that 
my mother was bitterly opposed 
too it, because she understood 
the burdens it would lay on my 
father’s shoulders, I have never 
expressed my own reactions. 

I suppose these were super- 
ficial at best, since I did not 
know much about the ramifica- 
tions of public office, in spite 
of having been exposed to it all 
my life. I naturally thought it 
was wonderful. I was proud of 
my father and it didn’t seem to 
me that being the daughter of 
the vice-president would bother 
me at all; I looked forward 
to it. 

I wasn’t aware, as most of 
the people of the United States 
were not aware, of the fairly 
precarious state of President 
Roosevelt's health. I didn’t even 
think about the future. I just 
thought it was grand that peo- 
ple appreciated my father 
enough to tender him a high 
office in the government. 

I had known a couple of vice- 
presidents—Mr. Garner and Mr. 
Wallace—and they seemed to 
lead normal lives and. people 
looked up to them. Jean Wal- 
lace’s existence as daughter 
of the vice-president hadn't 
seemed too different from mine 
as daughter of a senator. I 
didn’t expect any drastic revi- 
sion in my days. 

Anyway, I was only 20 years 
old and not given to profound 
speculation. The hysteria of the 
convention floor had frightened 
me but I didn’t expect a repeti- 
tion of anything like that. I 
rather liked seeing my picture 
in the papers. Who doesn’t? 

One aspect of public life 
rolled over me at this juncture. 
The mail began to pour in, 
from everybody, from every- 
where—from_ long-forgotten 
friends and associates and from 
perfect strangers. I had been 
taught to answer all letters, and 
added to the burdens of home- 
work was the tyranny of the 
mail. I must have written a mil- 
lion letters in my time.

Y life did not change ap- 
Moreciabiy after Dad became 

vice-president. (I got one 
break. The vice-president is 
provided with a car and driver, 
so I could usually hitch a ride 
to school.) Mother and Dad 
were plunged into a social 
whirl, which they had avoided 
in the past. My father felt that 
he ought to meet as many peo- 
ple as he could in his new 
capacity, and my mother is a 
game girl. She kept her sense 
of humor and laughed in pri- 
vate at the pretentious and the 
social climbers and the pub- 
licity hounds. 

Nothing changed my mother. 
She was that independent lady 
from Independenee — dignified 
reticent and unpretentious and 
busy keeping me the same, not 
to mention giving Dad a few 
sidelong glances. We continued 
to live in our five-room apart- 
ment on Connecticut avenue 
and we did not add frills or 
furbelows to our living standard 
after my father became vice- 
president. I am sure Dad's ex- 
penses increased, but he was a 
firm believer in living within 
his income.

My father was sworn in at 
7:08 p.m. as the thirty-third 
President, Dad's face was grief. 
stricken and worried. I had a 
rush of compassion for him. I 
prayed my wordless prayers. 
“Give him the strength. Let 
everything be all right. Let him 
be equal to it. Let him, live 
through it.” 

After that, Mother and I left 
the White House and went back 
to the apartment. Daddy fol- 
lowed us later. He seemed 
stunned, almost in a state of 
shock. Gen. and Mrs. Davis and 
Annette were there when we 
got home. They had brought 
most of the food from Annette’s 
eanceled birthday party. Mrs. 
Davis fixed Dad a ham sand- 
wich and a glass of milk and 
that was his first dinner as 
President of the United States. 
None of us had had anything to 
eat, so we nibbled the party 
food and the neglected birthday 
cake. 

Then everybody went away 
and, worn out with our emo- 
tions, we went to bed. My fath- 
er says he went to bed and 
went to sleep and did not worry 
any more that day. 

But it is the nature of un- 
official history that a woman 
has to put cream on her face, 
pin up her hair, and lie staring 
into the dark, wondering.

If that were true he 
would be the world’s greatest 
player because this apparently 
simple play is often one of the 
ye difficult and intricate 
of all.

There is more to the finesse 
than merely leading up to an 
ace-queen and playing the 
queen when second hand plays 
low. 

There are such questions as 
this to decide: With finessing 
positions in several sults, which 
do you finesse first? How deep 
should your finesse be? Should 
you abandon an available fi- 
nesse entirely and try for some 
other play like an end-play or a 
squeeze? 

When should you take a fi- 
nesse early in a hand and when 
should it be deferred until the 
last possible moment? 

Nobody can answer all those 
questions right all the time. But 
you can learn what the odds 
are in the various situations 
and then play with those odds 
in your favor. 

Today's hand is a simple one 
although Mr. Muzzy might have 
muffed it. Look at the spade 
and heart suits. The odds are 
three to one that Mr. Abel will 
not hold both king and the jack 
of spades. Proper play is to fi- 
nesse spades twice. 

On the first lead which card 
should you finesse, the ten or 
the queen? The 10, because you 
plan to finesse twice anyway, 
and if both king and jack are 
on your right, you may get away 
with no spade losers at all.

Playing as suggested, Mr.

Abel won the first two tricks 
with the king and queen of 
clubs. He followed with ‘the ace 
of clubs and dummy ruffed and 
led a spade. 

Mr. Dale put in the 10 and It 
lost to the jack. Dummy won 
the diamond return and the fi- 
nesse of the queen of spades 
was successful. The ace of 
trumps picked up the king and 
the finesse of the queen of 
hearts assured ten tricks.

F you just happen to be dig-
